!?lae  group  of  processed  fruits  and  vegeta'cles  considered  in  this 
outline  includes  the  commodities  vrhich  have  "been  preserved  hy 
car.ning,  deh-'dration,  and  freezing.    The  grade  or  quality  is  one 
of  the  most  important  considerations  in  sjiy  specification.  After 
selecting  the  grade  to  meet  your  particular  requirements,  descrihe 
the  product  further  by  additional  requirements  which  may  te  appro- 
priate.

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III.    DSTAIL3D  SUGGSSTIOHS  FOR  OTIEIl  PHOVISIOITS 

In  prexoaring  a  piirchase  specification  for  processed  fr'iiits  and  vege- 
taoles  tlie  purchaser  is  faced  x/ith  the  problem  of  indiTidual  require- 
ments and  the  suhject  matter  to  "be  covered.     Suggestions  as  to  other 
"basic  provisions  should  he  follovred  so  ths.t  the  ultimate  result  is 
deliverj  of  a,  product  that  meet^  the  requirements  of  the  "buyer. 
Assurances  of  receiving  sat isf actor7  delivery-  may  "be  attained  "by 
stipulations  in  specifications,  invitations  for  "bids,  or  -contracts 
regarding  inspection,  guarantees,  responsi"bilit3'  for  merchandise 
tendered,  and  payments,  ■ 

A.     Bid  Samples  ^       "■  •  . 

Some  purchasing  departments  require  that  "bidders  su'omit  samples  of 
the  merchan.dise  thejr  propose  to  delivei-  prior  to  the  opening  of  the 
bids.     If  specifications  or  invitations  for  bids  stipulate  the  gra.de 
of  the  product  desired,  together  v/ith  other  descriptive  information, 
it  should  he  lonnecessar;/  to  have  samples  submitted  v;ith  bids.    U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  certificates  of  grade  covering  lots  pro- 
posed for  deliver3.''  or  covering  merchandise  inspected  in  a  plant  oper- 
a.ting  under  continuous  factbr^^  inspection  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of 
bid  samples. 

If  bid  saJtnples  are  required,  they  should  be  furnished  as  required  in 
the  purchaser's  specifications  or  invitation' for  bids,     The  following 
suggestions  might  bo  apijlicablo  to  bid  samples:      ■-  ■. 

Bid  samples  should  be.  delivered  to'  the  purchaser  as-  desig- 
nated in  the  "Invitation  for  Bids"  prior  to  the  da-tc  the 
propos3,ls  arc  to  be  opened.     Samples  eurriving  during  or  after 
the  date  set  for  the  opening  of  bids  or  failure  to  submit 
sampl&s  when  required  should  disqualify  the  bid. 

At  lea„Gt  two  bid  saniples  should  be  submitted  by  each-  bidder 
at  bidder's  expense..-    One  sam.ple  should  be  cut  and  the  other 
should  be  retained  by  the  purchaser,  if  the  bid  sample  opened 
is  found  to  be  acceptable.     Tlie  retained  sample  should  be.  cut 
if  the  deliver:^  does  ^ot  comply  with  specifications.  If 
requested,   sajnples  of  unsuccessful  bidders  should  be  returned 
to  the  bidder  at  his  expense. 

Each  sample  should  be  plainly  marked  vith  the  related  item 
number,  name  of  product,  name  of  bidder,  and  other  pertinent 
information.    A  list  of  samples  being  sent  should  accompany 
the  bid;  a  carbon  copy  of  this  list  should  be  enclosed  in 
the  package  containing  bid  samples.     Unless  such  lists  are 
properly  filled  out,  unaccepted  samples  should  not  be  returned 
but  should  be  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  is  deemed  advis- 
able.    If  samples  of  more  than  one  class  of  merchandise  are 
packed  in  a  single  package,  each  class  of  samples  should  be 
vjrapped  and  marked  separately  or  should  be  placed  in  separate 
compartments  and  distinctly  marked. 
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Cases  containing  "bid  sa.Tiples  should  l)e  plainly;-  marked 
"sa'nples,"  with  the  name  of  the  "bidder  in  the  upper  left- 
hand  corner,  and  should  he  addjressed  to  the  purchasing 
agencj"".    All  charges  for  transportation  of  sa-nples,  in- 
cluding cartage,   should  "be  prepaid  "by  the  "bidder,  and  no 
package  of  ssjnples  should  "be  accepted  unless  aJ-1  charges 
hti,ve  "been  prepaid. 

Pro'.-iosals  should  not  "be  enclosed  in  the  packa;-?e  containin.g; 
oid  sa^iDles.    Envelopes  containing  hids  should  "be  sealed 
.  emd  narked  in  the  upper  left-hand  corner  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  "bidder  and  should  "be  addressed  to  the  pur- 
chasing agencv.     The  date  and  hour  of  opening  of  the  "bids 
should  dlso  oe  shov,T., 

3.     Pinal  Ins-jection  of  Deliveries 

Inspection  at  destination  hy  a  qiialif  ied  person  to  d.etermine  whether 
or  not  doliverj;  conforms  ^.'ith  requirements  of  the  specification 
should  ente.il  little  difficulty.     The  contractor  may  T)rovide  that 
the  vendor  "be  required  to  su"bmit  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
certificate  of  gra.de  to  suostantiate  his  cla-iia  of  the  grade  offered. 

1.    U.  S.  De-Qartment  of  A»Triculturo  certificates  of  grade 
ras^r  "be  used  as  evidence  of  good  delivery,  provided  the 
certificates  hoar  a  date  not  more  than  SO  days  prior 
to  date  of  delivery  ar.d  satisfactory  evidence  indica.tos 
that  the  identical  lot  originally  graxled  is  the  lot 
delivered. 

Ordinarily  the  identity  of  a.  deliver;-"  may  he  estahlished 
hy  the  following  evidence: 

a.     If  delivered  merchaiidise  oeajrs  emhossed  code  narks 
identical  v/ith  those  on  goods  originall;.'"  gra.ded. 

h.     If  certificates  of  grade  are  accompajiied  oy  certi- 
ficates of  loading  or  other  evidence  denoting  suh- 
sequent  shipment  of  lots  covered  oy  cei-tif icates 
of  grade. 

'■.'ith  satisfactory  evidence  indicating  that  the  goods  are 
.   those  from  which  saxiples  vrere  originally  drav.m  and  graded, 
inspection  at  destina.tion  should  not  oc  necessary. 

Merchandise  heaxing  the  ii^-;ricultural  f-Iarfccting  Service 
shield  vrhich  denotes  tha.t  the  gi'ade  has  hcen  certified 
and  that  the  product  has  hcon  packed  under  continuous 
inspection  need  not  oe  suhjocted  to  further  inspection. 
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In  the  event  a  question  arises  as  to  whether  delivery  has 
"been  made  from  the  lot  originally  gra.ded  or  if  there  is 
evidence  that  substitution  has  l)een  attenrpted,  the  pur- 
chaser may  sulDmit  samples  to  the  Agricultural  Marketing  . 
Service  of  the  United  States  Depajrtnient  of  Agricultuxe, 
Expense  incident  to  grading  for  these  reasons  should  "be 
"borne  "by  the  contractor  in  the  event  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service  finds  that  the  deliver^'"  does  not  meet 
the  grade  requirements  of  the  specification;  othcrv;ise, 
such  expenses  should  he  for  the  account  of  the  receiving 
agency. 

2,  Bid  Samiples.     If  a  "bid  is  a\\rarded  on  the  strength  of  "bid 
samples  and  the  delivery  does  not  comxoly  v/ith  specification, 
the  retained  "bid  samples  ma;^^  "be  cut  "by  the  purchaser  as  a 
further  check.    Purchasers  who  wish  to  ascertain  the  quality'" 
of  hid  sajnplcs  or  the  quality  of  samples  from  delivered 
mcrcheiidise  may  s-oecifj'^  that  samples  are  su'bjcct  to  inspec- 
tion "by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  U.  3. 
Department  of  Agriculture.     The  cost  of  inspection  of  "cid 
sarr.plcs  should  "bo  borne        "t'^-'-  "bidders,  and  all  costs  inci- 
dent to  the  inspection  of  samples  from  deliveries  should 

"bo  "borne        the  contractor. 

3.  Drained  weights  should  "be  determined  after  draining  the 
respective  commodities  as  outlined  in  the  U.  S.  standards 
for  grades  of  these  products.    Drained  weights  of  comm.pdi- 
ties  in  vmich  unavoida"blo  variations  in  drained  v/eights 
occur  should  "be  averaged,  provided  the  drained  weiglit  is 
not  more  then  10  percent  "bolov;  that  required  in  the  speci- 
fication.    If  the  delivery  is  satisf a,ctory  in  all  respects 
except  that  the  drained  v/cight  requirement  is  not  met,  the 
merchandise  moir  "be  accepted  at  the  option  of  the  purchaser, 
provided; 

a.     rno  contractor  agrees  tho.t  a  proportionate  deduction 
for  the  deficiency  shall  "be  made  in  settlement,  or 

"b.     The  contractor  agrees  to  furnish  additional  merchan- 
dise to  compensate  for  the  deficiency. 

C.    Acceptance  or  Rejection  of  Merchandise 

Final  inspection  and  acceptance  or  rejection  of  the  merchandise  should 
be  made  as  provided  in  specifications  or  invitations  for  "bids.  This 
final  inspection  should  oe  concltisive  except  for  latent  defects,  fraud, 
or  such  gross  mistal^:es  as  amotmt  to  fraud,    iTotice  of  acceptance  or 
rejection  should  "be  ma.de  as  promptlj''  3,s  practica-hle,  "but  failure  to 
inspect  and  acceiot  or  reject  merchandise  shotild  not  impose  lia"bility 
on  the  purchaser  for  merchandise  that  is  not  in  a.ccordance  with  the 
specifications . 
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D.  Contractor's  ResDonsi'bility 

1.  Guarantees  for  swells.     A  contractor  should  guarantee  mer- 
chandise against  svrells  for  a  period  of  12  months  after 
delivery.     Tlie  tern  "swells"  refers  to  flippers,  springers, 
hard  svrells,  or  to  cans  out  of  condition  for  ajiy  reason 
v.'hat  soever . 

2.  Delivery  and  Re.lected  Merchandise.     The  contractor  should 
"be  responsihle  for  merchandise  until  deliver^,'-  at  designated 
point.     Tlie  contractor  should  hear  all  risk  on  rejected 
merchandise  after  notice  of  rejection.    IJhere  final  inspec- 
tion is  at  point  of  origin  "but  delivery  "by  contractor  is  at 
some  other  point,  the  contractor's  responsioility  should 
continue  until  delivery  is  accoinplished. 

3.  Dela:\rs .     If  the  contro.ctor  refuses  or  fails  to  make  deli- 
veries of  the  merchandise  v/ithin  the  time  specified,  or 
any  extension  of  time,  the  purchaser  ma:,''  terminate  the 
right  of  the  contractor  to  proceed  vrith  deliveries  or  the 
portion  of  the  deliverj?"  on  vrhich  there  has  "been  a  delay. 
The  purchaser  may  wish  to  reserve  the  right  to  purchase 
similar  merchandise  in  the  open  market  or  secure  the  manu- 
facture and  dellvevj  of  the  merchandise  hy  contract  or 
otherwise.    The  contractor  vrould  "be  liable  for  any  excess 
cost  to  the  purchaser  unless  the  dcla;;'  is  duo  to  unforeseen 
causes  hcjrond  the  control  and  without  the  fault  or  negli- 
gence of  the  contractor,  including,  "but  not  restricted  to, 
acts  of  God  or  of  the  pu"blic  cncmj'-,  fires,  floods,  epidemics, 
quarajitine  restrictions,  strikes,  freight  en"bargoes,  and 
■unusua^lly  severe  weather.    Excess  costs  occa-sioned  "by  delaj^s 
caused  "by  sub-contractors  should  be  at  the  expense  of  the 
contractor. 

Tlie  contractor  should  be  obligated  to  notify  the  purchaser 
in  writing,  v/ithin  a.  stipulated  number  of  days  from  the 
beginning  of  such  delay,  of  the  causes  of  delay. 

E,  Reservations 

If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  purchaser,  his  interests  require  it,  the 
right  should  be  reserved  to  reject  any  arA  all  bids,   to  waive  techni- 
cal defects,  and  to  accept  or  reject  any  part  of  sjiy  bid.     If,  in  the 
o'pinion  of  the  purchaser,  thore  has  been  a  fa.ilure  to  perform  faith- 
fully;- any  of  the  contract  stipulations  or  a  willful  attempt  to  impose 
upon  the  purchaser  articles  inferior  to  those  reo^uired  under  the  con- 
tract, the  right  should  be  reserved  to  docle,re  any  contractor  in 
default.     It  should  be  understood  and  agreed  tliat  vrhen  a  contractor 
has  been  declaxed  in  default  the  purchaser  ma*''  -ourchase  during  the 
remainder  of  the  contract  period  the  articles  covered  b;/  the  contract 
without  furnishing  the  defaulting  contractor  an  order  therefor  ajid 
tha.t  eiTj  excess  cost  over  the  origina.l  contract  price  will  be  charged 
to  the  defaulting  contractor. 


F,    P3;v'^nents  and  Discounts 


The  contractor  should  "be  3^aid  for  accepted  merchandise  at  the  prices, 
less  discounts,   stipulated  in  properly  certified  inToices  or  voucliers. 
Unless  otherwise  specified,  pa^'-ments  should  "be  mo,de  for  partial  deli- 
veries accepted  o:/  the  purchaser  when  paj^nent  for  the  a^nount  due  is 
warranted  or  v/hen  paj'ment  would  equal  or  exceed  50  percent  of  the 
total  aaomit  of  the  contract. 

'T.ien  discounts  are  quoted  for  payment  within  a  specified  tiine,  it 
should  "be  understood  and  agreed  that  the  discount  period  begins  vrith 
the  date  of  a.cceptance  of  material  and  su"bmission  of  properly  certi- 
fied invoices  or  vouchers.
